Students  will  also  study  in  the 
laboratory  the  cuts  of  meat,  meth. 
ods  of  of  preparation,  science  of 
meat,  histology,  grading  and  ef- 
fects of  cooking  and  preparation. 

Participants  will  take  a field 
trip  through  a meat-packing 
packing  plant. 

The  two-credit  hour  class  will 
also  give  training  in  preparation 
and  carving  of  poultry  and  roasts.

Beginning  July  21,  the  class 
will  be  held  every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  for  five  weeks  at  the 
University’s  Meat  Laboratory  on 
Canyon  Road. 

The  only  meat  laboratory  of 
its  kind  in  Utah  and  one  of  three 
in  the  entire  intermountain  area, 
BYU’s  modern  facilities  include 
an  abbatoir  or  killing  area,  cool-

A seminar  on  graduate  educa- 
tion is  being  conducted  on  campus 
for  Summer  School  participants. 

Mr.  Gardner  Swenson,  Princi- 
pal of  the  Brookhurst  Junior 
High  School  in  Anaheim,  Calif., 
will  direct  the  workshop.
